LONDON, July 6.—Both houses of parlia- 


ment were prorogued at 2 p. in., today 
until the 24th. Writs for a new election 
will be issued Monday next. The Com- 
mons passed a bill appropriating money 
to the maintenance of the various public j 
services until next parliament meets. The j 
lords met at noon. Lord Salisbury said ] 
this was the last time the house would [ 
meet before the dissolution of the present 
parliament took place. He replied to the 
recent attack by Lord Rosebery on the 
house of lords. He declared that if the 
future career of house commons should be j 
marked by such bills as were introduced 
in parliament just nearing its close they 
might depend upon receiving strong 
opposition from the house of lords.

Of Greater Value as a Curiosity Than It 


Ever Was as Cash. 


A resident of this town possesses a re- 


minder of "wildcat" banking days in the 
form of a bill issued by a bank of that de- 
scription which was started at Adams in 
1837. The bank did business only a few 
months, and those who remember it say it 
was a fraud from the start and that nearly 
every one who had anything to do with it 
in any way, shape or manner paid dearly 
for his experience. However that may 
be, the bank was in existence long enough 
to float some of its bills, and it ie one of 
these that is referred to. The bill is of a 
denomination unknown in these days— 
51.25. It is printed onlyon oneside,whi«h is 
illustrated with pictures of a locomotive, 
several vessels with sails set and a spread 
eagle. These pictures were probably de- 
signed to convey the impression that the 
issue of the bank was good on land and 
sea throughout the entire domain of the 
"bird of freedom," but if any such im- 
pression was created it was of short dura- 
tion, for in a very short time it was dem- 
onstrated that the bills were of no value 
anywhere. The bill in question was No. 
25 and must therefore have been among 
the earliest issues of the bank. It bears 
the signature of the cashier, E. A. Stans- 
bury. The bill is well preserved and its 
value as a relic far exceeds any other it 
ever had.

It is now North Adams' turn to rejoice 


again in the assured fact of an immense 
addition to her manufacturing interests. 
Perhaps no more important industrial 
matter was ever concluded at a single 
time in this place than the decision 
reached last evening at the office of the 
Arnold Print works whereby this town is 
to have what will virtually be two very 
large new cotton mills. 


The final decision and plans for the ad- 


ditions, or, rather, re-making of the pres- 
sent Eclipse and Beaver mills was reached 
late yesterday afternoon, when F. P. 
Sheldon, mill engineer and architect, of 
Providence, B. I., was here in consulta- 
tion with the projectors of the increased 
enterprise. Mr. Sheldon is the designer 
of the Berkshire mills, including the new 
mill No. 3. 


The increase to North Adams manufac- 


tories is to consist in additions to both the 
Beaver and Eclipse mills that will more 
than double the size and capacity of those 
mills as they stand at present. 


The firm of Gallup & Houghton are to 


build a new structure in addition to the 
Beaver mill, just above the present build- 
ing up stream. The building will be of 
brick or iron and is to be 200 feet in length, 
75 feet in width and 3 stories high. The 
capacity of this addition will be 24,000 
spindles and 600 looms, and itself will 
make employment for a force consider- 
ably larger than that of the present Beaver 
mill. In this new building and entirely oc- 
cupying it will be the looms of the Beaver 
mill as newly provided and made over. 
The mill will be equipped with entirely 
new and the most modern machinery, and 
will have a new steam plant to meet the 
increased need of power. 


The Eclipse mill is to be added to and, 


at least, doubled in size and capacity by 
the Arnold Print Works. The new struc- 
ture here is to be of the same dimensions 
and material as the new building at the 
Beaver, namely 200 feet long, 75 feet wide 
and 3 stories high. The addition will be 
built on the ground below the present 
structure, reaching to within ten or fifteen 
feet of Stroud's store, necessitating the re- 
moval of the houses standing on this spot 
at present. The capacity of the new 
structure will be 24,000 spindles and 600 
looms. As at the Beaver, also, the looms 
will occupy the entire addition. 
The 


machinery here, too, will be from the best 
American and English build*s. 


Both mills are to manufacture fine 


cottons. 


Some idea of the importance to North 


Adams' industrial life in these additional 
enterprises may be seen when it is consid- 
ered that they ar« calculated to more than 
double the output of the present Beaver 
and Eclipse mills, and will give additional 
employment to more than 600 people. 


Porter & Hannum have the contracts 


for the new buildings, which were closed 
today. Work is to be begun at once and 
pushed as rapidly as possible, and it is ex- 
pected that the new factories will be 
ready for occupation ndt later than De- 
cember 1. 


CHARGED WITH BRIBERY. 


A Charlemont Man's Desire for a State 


Road Gets Him into Trouble.

The charge is an attempt 


to bribe the state highway commissioners. 
A few weeks ago Mr. Baker wrote a letter 
to the state highway commission at Bos- 
ton in which, it is claimed, he offered a 
sum of money to the members if they 
would order a certain stretch of road built 
at the expense of the state. 


Mr. Baker says he did not know that he 


had committed any crime by offering 
money to commissioners. No such excuse 
as this would satisfy the commissioners, 
however, for they placed the facts in the 
hands of District Attorney Aiken of 
Greenfield. Mr.-Baker will have to an- 
swer to the charge of bribery before the 
grand jury next week. 
The penalty for 


bribery is imprisonment in state-prison 
for a term not exceeding five years, or 
three years in the house of correction, or 
a fine not exceeding $3000.

MDS OF THREE THOFSAXD DOLLARS. 


Conflicting Stories of the Stabbing Which 


Do not Seem to Explain. The Check- 


ered Life of Mrs. Tisdale. Many 


Matrimonial Experiences. 


Mrs. Anna Tisdale of Briggsville was 


arrested last night by Deputy Sheriff John 
E. Maloaey at her home on the Linwood 
mill grounds on the charge^of committing 
an assault with a dangerous* weapon. She 
was placed in the lockup. 


Deputy Sheriff Maloney and Chief of 


Police Fuller went up to Briggsville yes- 
terday afternoon and investigated 
the 


stabbing of Gilbert Tisdale, Jr., Mrs. Tis- 
dale's husband, which occurred the day 
before. It was difficult for the officers to 
get any reliable information concerning 
the stabbing, and the conflicting stories 
told by husband and wife led the sheriff to 
make the arrest. 


The stabbing occurred Thursday after- 


noon, but just how it occurred no one ex- 
cept those concerned can say. It appears 
Mr. and Mrs. Tisdale had been quarreling 
and Mr. Tisdale went out and sat down on 
some steps near his house.' He looked 
stupid; and a man who was acquainted 
with him came up to him and asked him 
to go home. He replied he would not go 
home for his wife had stabbed him. It 
was then found that he had been cut in 
the side. A doctor was telephoned for 
and Dr. Bice soon arrived and dressed the 
man's wound. He was taken to the home 
of his father, Gilbert Tisdale, a short dis- 
tance from his own home. 


Mr. and Mrs. Tisdale both now deny 


that Mrs. Tisdale had anything to do with 
the stabbing. Mr. Tisdale told the officer 
that he was throwing the knife against 
the wall for amusement and that it hit him 
and did the cutting. Mrs. Tisdale says he 
was not throwing the knife, that he fell 
on it or got cut some other way and when 
the knife was withdrawn from the wound 
it was given to her and she washed it. 
She tells stories about threats and at- 
tempts on her life. The knife' that was 
used is> an old bread knife. It is worn un- 
til it is thin and very sharp pointed. 
Sheriff Maloney took possession of it yes- 
terday. 


None of the stories told by either 


Mr. or Mrs. Tisdale seem to account 
for the stabbing. 
The 
wound 
was 


made 
when the 
man 
had on all 


his clothes. The knife passed through 
the coat, through the vest close to the 
pocket, through the suspender and under- 
clothing. The force required to drive it 
through all this and then into the man's 
pleural cavity was more than would be 
given by it rebounding from a wall. 
The 


man could not possibly hold the knife In 
his hand in such a way that if he fell the 
wound be inflicted. Nor could he possi- 
bly inflict it himself. The cut was made 
straight into the side, and no rnan could 
stab himself in a similar spot on his anat- 
omy as Mr. Tisdale was stabbed without 
making an oblique wound. 


Mrs. Tisdale has had a cehckered life. 


She is.now thirty-eight years of age and her 
years have been full of experiences. 
She 


was born in Connecticut and when young, 
she says, was much abused by her parents. 
When little over ten years of age she was 
compelled to fly from her father's cruelty 
and work for her. living 
at 
the 


home of a neighboring farmer. Her girl- 
hood years were full of strife and poverty. 
When a little over twenty years of age 
she married a man named Campbell troni 
whom she secured a divorce because of 
his cruelty. She then married a Mr. 
Wood, who proved to have been married 
already and had a wife living. She was an 
actress and came one day and opened the 
eyes of the supposed wife. The next mar- 
riage was to a man named Bosworth, who 
died. Then she married Mr. Tisdale. She 
had but one child, who is now a young 
woman, twenty years of age, living in an 
institution in Connecticut. 
This child 


was born before Mrs. Tisdale met her first 
husband. According to her own story 
she has been unfortunate in the selection 
of husbands. 


Mr. Tisdale may not recover from his 


injury. Pleurisy has set in. Yesterday 
his temperature was three degrees higher 
than normal. 


Mrs. Tisdale was arranged in court this 


morning and was held in fSOOO bonds to 
await a hearing next Saturday. Lawyer 
Magenis is her counsel. 


THE WILSON BUS RUNS.
